Thank you again for a prompt and informative response to my letters. It is very kind of 
you to provide copies of your files. I read them right away, and find them most 
interesting. The “Secret” document, undated, is certainly a most interesting find. 

Speaking of your files and the countless documents you possess, I hope you have 
spoken to Hood College regarding getting them preserved on microfilm. It seems that 
if the college is going to be the beneficiary of your work, they could help to fund the 
preservation of the materials. 

In any case, I have numerous questions about the documents you recently sent. One 
thing that surprises me is the early internal admission of the FBI of knowledge of both 
Oswald’s activities and of Ruby’s past history as an informant of something for the 
agency. I have always been led to believe that this was not generally known at the 
time of the investigation, but these documents clearly indicate that these two 
characters were not simply, unknown, “lone nuts." 

So what was Oswald’s role? It seems that he was knowledgeable about the events of 
the day. Perhaps this is not easily explained. None of it seems to be.
